5-man isle hosts Queen 

ABU DHABI, Keb. 24 (AP) — The five sole inhabitants 
— three Britons and two Indians - of s tiny island 100 
miles from here had the suiprise of their lives when Queen 
Elizabeth dropped in unexpectedly for a picnic, a member 
of the Royal retinue reported here Saturday. 

The Queen and her husband. Prince Philip, decided to 
visit the Island oF Qarnein (Two Homs) wnile sailing on the 
Royal yacht Britannia from Doha io Abu Dhahi. 

They decided to have a picnic on the dazzling white 
beach of the tiny island in the middle of the Gulf, departing 
from the strict schedule of the Royal tour. 

“It was just before lunch time on a hot lazy day when 
we were given a 15 minute warning that the Queen and the 
Duke of Edinburgh would be visiting.” one of the three Bri- 
tons, Andrew Morgan, a Londoner, was quoted as saying 
later. 

Morgan, Dave Brown of Cardiff and Melvin Mattock 
of Sheffield together with their Indian cook and their house- 
boy — the island's entire population — hastily made up a 
reception party to welcome the Royal picnickers, who arrived 
in a small boat from the Britannia. 

The Royal couple, accompanied by British naval officers 
from the Britannia, spent a couple of hours enjoying an open 
air barbeque on the beach — but none of the five residents on 
the island was apparently invited to join. 

The three Britons are navigation engineers whose work 
is associated with the control of the heavy traffic of oil tank- 
ers of al] sizes that pass daily through the nearby Straits of 
Hormuz at the entrance to the Gulf. 

Almost all the Middle East oil destined for the rest of 
the worid passes through this channel. 

The fcritannia sailed into Abu Dhabi after the brief

1978 US. arms sales 
estimated highest ever 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 
(AP) — President Jimmy Car- 
ter's declared policy of reduc- 
ing American foreign arms sales 
has had hide success, Co acres - 
sional auditors reported Friday. 
At an estrmaied SIS billion, 
they were the highest ever. 

The administration managed 
to achieve lasr year’s $8.6 bil- 
lion ceiling only by counting 
part of the sales against future 
years, the General Accounting 
Office auditors told a House 


subcommittee.

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PEACE OF F-16S 


As soon as Israel beard Uiat the new Iranian government 
bas cancelled ibe Shah's order for the advanced American 
fighter plane, ibe F-16. it asked to be supplied instead, 18 
months ahead of when a shipment will arrive in Tei Aviv. 

Israel was apparently encouraged to do so through talks 
with the visiting Defense Secretary Harold Brown. He was 
quoted as saying that his government would consider sympa- 
thetically Israeli requests for more arms. 

This and Brown's statement that Israel should retain its 
military ouiposis in the occupied West Bank, were hardly 
calculated to help the peace that the United States declares it 
wants. 

How can anyone, including Mr. Brown, reconcile the 
American desire to see peace prevail through United Nations 
resolutions with his recommendation tha' • Israel should 
maintain the marks of its defiance of justice and world 
opinion? 

Israeli military bases anywhere on Arab soil mean nothing 
less than foreign domination and, literally, colonialism. 

The Israelis are already armed to the teeth. They have 
some of the latest American weapons systems, and that at little 
cost to their economy. Most was either given them free or in 
the form of long term credit later offset by outright grants, 

Israel has played cleverly on American apprehensions in 
the aftermath of the Iranian revolution. While a new regime 
was born which, while not actively hostile to the West, is not 
exactly an American stooge. Thus Israel is trying hard to 
make the United States believe that it is the only remaining 
guardian of Western interests in the region ?-.iJ for this it 
needs all the arms it can get. Obviously the lesson was not 
learned from the Sh3h that all the weapons in his stores could 
not stem the tide of revolution. 

The Arabs will have to rearm as well, diverting resources 
from social development to military hardware, depriving them- 
selves to enrich the arms peddlers. 

But if the United States accedes to infinite Israeli. requests 
for arms, it is not going to help bring about the genuine peace 
that we believe many Americans want for their own good, 
and fr»T the good of the people in the region. 


BORDER WAR 


While fighting between the two Yemeni republics has 
been anticipated for some months, the full scale war that may 
now be raging will be an unmitigated disaster for both sides. 

Both are towards the bottom of the United Nations list 
of developing state.;, two of the poorest six or seven states in 
the world today. 

The problem wiih a war between the two Yemen* lies in 
its potential for sucking in other powers" both in the region 
and outside it. The Yemen Arab Republic, mou'erate, Islamic 
and with a Free economy, is a close friend of the Kingdom and 
other states in the Gulf which have a stake in its stability and 
economic development. 

The People's Democratic Republic of Yemen is deeply 
attached to the Soviet Union. It maintains close ties with Cuba 
and Ethiopia. It adopts a socialist economy and its govern- 
ment is patterned after that of the Soviet Union. 

After a long hiatus, the Arab states of the Peninsula es- 
tablished normal relations with South Yemen when it consider- 
ably reduced its support for the Gulf Liberation Front in its 
guerrilla war in Dhofar. the southern region of Oman. 

The two Yemens accuse each other of inciting subversion 
and sending saboteurs across each other’s borders lo disturb 
••ach other's peace. Border clashes have been frequent in the 
last year, particularly since «he as-sass nation of North Yemen 
President Ibrahim Al-Hamdi, whom South Yemen liked, and 
North Yemeni President Ahmed Hussein Cashmi. whom it 
disliked. North Yemen accused the South of engineering 
Oashmi's assassination. 

Strangely enough, until a few months ago the two coun 
tries were talking and holding regular committee meetings to 
thrash out a unity formula. But the murder of President 
Hamdi disrupted the talks. 

Apart from their political systems. Lhere is very ljul e to 
differentiate between north and south — except that the for- 
mer is greener and more fertile. They have most of the 
ingredients that could make for a unity.’ 

Unfoitunateiy for the Yemeni people the two regimes 
are new as far apart as ever, with a catastrophic war looming 
on the horizon. 

It would certainly help if offier leaders in the Peninsula 
step in to mediate between them in »he interests of peace and 
stability. 
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Korean, dialogue

'The -'first political meeting in 
nearly years between North 
and South Korea produced a 
lot of smiles and handshakes 
last week and an agreement to 
meet again in (tree weeks. 

But the two sides made no 
progress on substantive issues 
and seemed as divided as ever 
over the key procedural ques- 
tion of who is entitled to repre- 
sent each side in negotiations 
aimed at unifying the divided 
country. 

The 90roSnute meeting in 
this armistice village ended 
with South Korea insisting it 
wilt talk only with represen- 
tatives of a revived Souttr 
North coordinating committee, 
v.uose last meeting was held in 
1973. 

The North insisted with eq- 
ual firmness that its “Democra- 
tic Front for the Unification of 
the Fatherland” is the proper 


body to represent its side. 


lowever. the legalistic dead- 
lock was overshadowed by the 
tare sight of the eight represen- 
tatives shaking hands amiably, 
exchanging pleasantries, and 
sipping tea together in this 
■bleak demilitarized zone that 
has divided the country since 
tiie war ended in 1953. 

The North Koreans clearly 
came to present an image of 
hearty good-neighfcoriiness af- 
ter years of belligerent propa- 
ganda aimed at the South. AH 
obstacles coukl be overcome, 
they claimed, if only the talks 
continue like last weeks. 

Four representatives from 


each Korea sat down at a ta- 
ble covered with a green doth 
in a barracks-tike meeting room 
usually used by neutral nations’ 
delegates attached to the ar- 
mistice. commission. 

Despite the cold weather,’ 
they left open the windows so 
the event could be filmed 
and monitored by reporters 
from both Koreas, the United 
States, the Soviet Union, and 
West Germany. 

In the prermeeting bantering, 
a spokesman from the South 
observed that the previous 
night's snow would produce 
“bumper crops” next year. A 
North delegate countered with 
the optimistic suggestion that 
their meeting might produce 
a “hamper crop” of friendly 
dialogues. 

But when it came time for 
business, neither side was giv- 
ing much ground. Neither even 
referred to the event as a 
meeting — both described it 
merely as a "contact” 

In the end, they agreed to 
meet again on March 7— at 
the South’s suggestion — and de- 
cided in prindple that they 
will reopen the telephone hot- 
line that once was used for 
liaison between Pyongyang ard 
Seoul. 

The meeting resulted from a 
series of maneuvers over the 
past month that would have 
been unthinkable a few months 
earfier.

P reride a* Park Obung Hee dec- 
lared a willingness to hold uni- 
fication talks with the North’s 
authorities “a * any time and on 
any level.”

Although strongly opposed to 
dealing with the Front — a pro- 
paganda organization embrac- 
ing 18 social groups in North 
Korea — the South agreed to 
the prefenmary talks so as not 
to appear it was boycotting a 
chance of negotiations on nar- 
row procedural grounds. 


South Korean officials say 
the Front is devoted to a revo- 
lutionary overthrow of their 
government- Furthermore, the 
•Front insists negotiations 
should be conducted through a 
“whole-nation congress” that 
would include social groups 
from both sides. That presum- 
ably would mean the South 
would have to send a divided 
delegation including a number 
of President Park’s political 
en erodes and dissidents while 
the North’s delegation would 
be mouolitfaic. 

The South opened the dia- 
logue with a harshly worded 
statement accusing Pyongyang 
of obstinacy and of “hiding 
behind the so-called ‘Demo- 
cratic Front for Unification of 
the Pathertand.’ ” 

Min Kwan-shik, chairman of 
the South’s haff of the coordi- 
nating committee, denounced 
the Front as a “suspicious so- 
cial or ganizat ion which, we can 
in no way regard as responsi- 
ble authorities of the Pyong- 
yang side and, thus, which we 
can never accept as a counter- 
part in a serious dialogue with 
us.”— (WP) 


Business survives the fall

. LOS ANGELES— 
It is a sign of how integrat- 
ed the world economy has be- 
came that a revolution in Iran, 
a nation of 35 million people 
20,000 loiovneteis away, can 
affect the profits of scores of 
U.S. companies. By last week 
over 7 billion in msfiiary con- 
tracts were cancelled and al- 
most S4 billion in annual U.S. 
exports were in danger of eva- 
porating because of Iran's up- 
heaval. 


But if is a sign of how weM 
modem UJ$. corporations mi- 
nimize loss potential overseas 
*hat no singe U S. company 
appears to be in serious trou- 
ble as a result of the Iranian 
civil strife. Military contrac- 
tors in particular may emerge 
almost unscathed. 


The reason is a combination 
of a booming aerospace market 
and the peculiarities of the 
UA Defense Department’s 
foreign military sales contracts, 
which can cushion domestic 
arms producers from risks ab- 
road. 


Genoa! Dynamics Ooip. of 
St. Louis, Tor example, was to 
supply 160 of its new F;io 
fighter planes to Iran, starting 
next year, for roughly SI bil- 
lion. But that is only 8 P cr 
cent of the total F’Jd order, 
and the company hopes to 
make up the rest in sales to 
auctiier country, possibly Ca- 
nada or Australia.

Vote on Woodcock 


as Peking envoy 
planned in Senate 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 24 
' (AP) — Senate majority leader 
Robert Byrd, overriding the ob- 
jections of a conservative op- 
ponent of President Carter’s 
China policy, plans a vote early 
□ext week on the nomination of 
Leonard Woodcock as ambas- 
sador to Peking. 

The decision to begin con- 
sideration of Woodcock on 
Monday apparently signals an 
early start to a Senate floor 
fight over the issue of Tai- 
wan’s security, congressional 
sources said Friday. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee approved a Taiwan 
security legislation on Thursday, 
but the bill u> tiot expected to 
reach the floor before March 1 
when Woodcock is to be instal- 
led.

Helms of North Carolina a 
vocal opponent of Carter’s de- 
cision on China had placed a 
freeze on the Woodcock nomi- 
nation more than two weeks 
ago,

Swedish Foreign Ministry said 
Friday. 

“This is erf course serious, 
but r hope it will not affect the 
good relations in general bet- 
ween the United States and 
Sweden.” Foreign Minister 
Hans Bfix said. 

There was no official com- 
ment from the embassy, but 
the Swedish authorities said 
the Americans involved no lon- 
ger worked in Sweden. The 
intelligence activity took place 
between 1965 and 1973 — the 
years when Sweden received - 
thousands of American deser- 
ters and draft dodgers from the 
Vietnam War. 

“We are not surprised. We' 
suspected the police cooperated 
with the embassy, but had no 
proof.” said Desmond Carra- 
gher, one of the leaders of the 
now inactive American Deser- 
ters Committee. He came to 
Sweden in 1968. 

American Ambassador Rod- 
ney Kennedy -Mi noti was called 
to the Foreign Ministry early 
Friday, when he was trfd that 
embassy staff members “had 
acted in a manner incompati- 
ble with the rules for diploma- 
tic relations.” The ministry 
stated “its firm expectation that 
the US. embassy staff — wiH 
refrain from such activities in 
the future.” 

The police officer, arrested 
on Feb. 4. originally was char- 
ged with coHusian with Iraqi 
secret agents. 

Having access to files of tens 
of thousands of immigrants, 
including political refugees, he 
reportedly gave *e Iraqis in- 
formation about Kurds and Pa- 
lestinians living in Sweden. This 
led toe Swedish government to 
expel three Iraqi diplomats 'in 
spite of vigorous protests from 
the Iraqi embassy. 

Subsequently, Iraq expelled 
three members of the Swedish 
embassy staff in Baghdad in 
apparent retaliation.

TOKYO, Feb. 24 (AP) — 
Relations between China and 
the United States shoidd con- 
tinue ti> improve despite 
China’s invasion of Vietnam.

blished Jan. 1. 

He was scheduled to arrive 
in Peking Saturday after re- 
fueling stops in Anchorage and 
Tokyo during the nearly 8,000- 
mile Right from Washington. 


Blumenthal saia his first 
opportunity to speak with Chi- 
nese leaders will be an iafor 
mal meeting Sunday afternoon. 
He said his first official state- 
ment will be a formal toast at 
a banquet Chinese leaders will 
give in his honor at the Great 
HqH of the People Sunday 
night. 

U is possible BlumenthaJ will 
make a reference to the China- 
Vietnam conflict during that 
toast, said Treasury Undersec- 
retary Anthony Solomon, who 
is also on the trip. 

The Chinae invasion of 
Vietnam should not hinder the 
development of relations bet- 
ween China and the United 
States. Blumenthal said. 


Italian neo-fascists get life sentence 


CATANZARO. Italy, Feb. 
24 (R) — Three neo-fascists 
were sentenced to life impri- 
sonment here Friday night far 
masterminding Italy's worse 
postwar bomb outrage, when 
16 persons were killed and 88 
injured in a Milan bank 10 
yean ago. 

But two of the men. Franco 
Freda and Giovanni Ventura, 
escaped from police surveillan- 
ce during the two-year trial. 
The third, Guido Giaonetinj. 
a journalist and informer of 
the secret service, was in court 
for sentencing. 

The verdicts ended the four- 
th attempt by Italy’s judiciary 
to unravel the intrigues of a 
case which mystified the coup- 
try for almost a decade. 

Three previous trials were 
abandoned and toe case was 
transferred from Milan to Ca- 


tanzaro, at the opposite end of 
Italy, in an attempt to sort out 
the conflicting version^ of 
events more objectively. 

The bombing was first blam- 
ed on anarchists beaded by 
nightclub dancer Pietro Val- 
preda. He was sentenced to 
four and a half years for for- 
ming a criminal gang, but was 
acquitted of complicity in the 
bombing. 

The former head of the in- 
ternal security division of Ita- 
ly’s Secret Service (SIDj, Gen. 
Gian Adelio Maletti, was given 
a four-year jail teem for per- 
jury. 

A total of 33 neo-fascist 
anarchists and others were on 
trial. Apart from toe three 
main defendants, 16 others 
were given terms ranging from 
one to four years on minor- 
charges, and the rest were 


acquitted. 

Freda, Ventura, and Giaa- 
netini were convicted of organi- 
zing a aeo- fascist terrorist group 
which carried out not only the 
Milan bombing but 22 others 
across Italy. 

The attacks were pari of a 
neo-fascist plot to seed unrest 
and pave the way for a right- 
wing coup, the court was told. 

The aftermath of the so-call- 
ed Piazza Fontana massacre in 
Milan was studded with aad- 


gnoup which in turn had con- 
tacts with members of toe sec- 
ret service — now reorganized 
because of Ms much- publicized 
involvement with right-wing 
plotters. 

By then, self-confessed anar- 
chist Valp recta, the early scape- 
goat, had spent more than three 
years in jail without enuric- 
tkn.
